The  Fairfax  High 
School  Area  Band  Association  was  organized,  consisting  of  a band  committee  in  each  of  the  nine  com- 
munities we  serve,  and  a "Booster”  Club  for  the  Fligh  School. 

An  eighth  grade  band  was  organized  for  the  first  time,  and  each  of  the  nine  elementary  schools  had 
a band  organized  immediately  after  Christmas  vacation.  With  the  tremendous  progress  shown  by  the 
High  School  band  and  a wealth  of  talent  coming  up  from  the  grade  schools  our  school  can  look  forward 
to  having  an  excellent  band  in  the  not-too-distant  future.
